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‘WITH A sound and solid performance Wycombe 
Wanderers booked their place in the Berks and 


Bucks Senior Cup final on Easter 
second season in succession—after 


Monday—for the

semi-final football against Wolverton Town. 


Wolverton’s gallant effort of 
holding Wycombe to a 3-3 
draw. at Loakes Park, a 
fortnight ago, fizzled out to 
become only a cherished 
memory and not the major 
upset Wolverton’s~ largest 
crowd of the season had hoped 
to witness. 

In fact, the “Wolves” 
display did not match their 
earlier performance and. as a 
whole the general run of play 
was rather ragged. 

If Wanderers’ win was not 
spectacular it was certainly 
workmanlike. The defence 
gave the home forwards little 
space in which to work and 
Vince Faulkner kept a very 
close eye on Wolverton’s 
Hamilton, their mos 
dangerous forward in the first 
meeting. 

John Maskell, playing his 
last match before starting a 14- 
day suspension, was hardly 
called into action, although he 
was picking the ball out of the 
net after only five minutes but

Both teams probed for 
weaknesses in the opening 
stages and Busby was un- 
fortunate enough to see his 
header strike the bar wit 


Cleaver stranded. At the other 
end Maskell advanced bravely 
to plunge at Atterbury’s feet. 

The large crowd was 
strangely quiet although 
Wolverton’s approachwork did 
not inspire confidence. 
Wycombe’s Stuart Thompson 
settled comfortably into 
defence after a nervous start 
and with Baker, he was soon 
driving the team forward. 

After 38 minutes Holmes 
robbed Pittam on the left 
touchline and streaked down 
his wing before cutting the ball 
back for Merrick to prod past 
the slow-moving Cleaver. 

Wanderers’ first-half work 
rate had not been impressive, 
but to be fair, they had hardly
